rance that if they would only make it 
-—which they were told they might 
easily do—they should be permitted 
to go unpunished. 

Having tender consciences upon the 
subject of saying or doing anything 
that would have even the appearance 
of relinquishing any principle of their 
religion, our people have carefully ex- 
amined this oath and fully supers 
the effect the taking of it would have 
upon themselves, their children and 
the world at large. Understanding 
fully, therefore, all its consequences, 
they who can do so have generall 
resolved to take the oath. But their 
willingness to do so does not divest it 
of its enormity or unconstitutional 
character. The rule of law is thata 
man is umed innocent of offenses 
and of the intention to commit offenses 
until he is proven guilty. But by this 
law it is presumed that the citizens of 
this Territory are disposed to. violate 
the law, and they must therefore re- 
but the presumption by taking the 
oath! If the oath was expurgatory, 


— — 
been in rebellion, it might have a show 
of justification; but to require such 
an oath as this from citizens who have 
violated no law is without a parallel 
even among despotic governments. 

It is extraordinary to what extremes 
men will go in their eagerness to strike 
a blow at the Church of Christ. We 
felt this when the Edmunds law of 
1882 was enacted; but this feeling 
became one of amazement when the 
second Edmunds bill was rushed 
through the Senate at the first session 
of the 49th and afterwards, 
in a remod fo through the 
House of Representatives in the se- 
cond session of the same Congress. 
That a powerful government like ours, 
representing a population of fifty-five 
millions of people, should magnify the 
words and acts of a community nu- 
merically as weak as our Church is, 
and exert itself in so tempestuous a 
manner to destroy its influence and 
growth, is sufficiently remarkable to 
excite surprise; but when to effect 
this the very principles upon which 
the whole superstructure of govern- 
ment rests are disregarded, and the 
Constitution itself and its guarantees 
are trampled upon, then the feeli 
becomes one of wonder at the mad- 
ness which seems to take possession 
of men when what is called the “Mor- 
mon question” comes up for discussion 
and action. In the haste and zeal of 
this madness to destroy our religion, 
settled principles of jurisprudence are 
disregarded, evil precedents are estab- 
lished, and men talk and act as if it 
were absolutely essential to the ha 
piness of the psople of the republic 
to over-ride every true principle of 
goveroment to strike dowa the majo- 
rity of the people of Utah. It is easy 


| to predict what this contemptuous 


disregard of the rights of citizens and 
the written pledges of the Constitu- 
tion will result in.

wonder, when the. facts all become 
known. That American citizens 
should receive such usage in a govern- 
ment like ours eases to be, would 
appear incredible if it were not sub- 
stantiated by convincing proofs

Lastead of forbid- 
ding the theatre and placing it under 
ban, it has been the aim of the Latter- 
day Saints to control it and keep it 
free from! impure influences, to 
preserve it as a place where all could 
meet for the purpose of healthful en- 
joyment. Our leading men have, 
therefore, gone to these places with 
the view, by their presence, of restrain- 
ing ull practices and influences that 
would be injurious to the young and 
rising generation. Tuo great care 
cannot bé exercised that liberty shall 
not — into license, aud not 
to convert that which should furnish 
enjoyment and simple pleasure into a 
means of producing unhealtbful ex- 
citement or corrupting morals, 

Our social parties should be eon- 
ducted in a manner to give gratifica- 
tion to all who attend them, however 
delicate aud refined they may be in 
their feelings. Rude and boisterous 
conduct and everything of an im 
per character should be forbidden at 
such assemblages, It is not always 


convenient for the Bishop and his 


counselors to be present themselves 
on such occasions, It would be well, 
therefore, to select in every ward u 
committee of 22 wise, - 
tempered and firm men to take e 
of the social pan ties, and to see that 
order is maintained, and thaf no im- 
proper persons are allowed to obtru 

themselves into the party to disturb 
the peace and cape of those w 
go there to meet with their fri 

and neighbors. We think round 
dances should not be encouraged.

i Committee-men and officers in

the months are ap- 
proaching, when open air recreations 
will become eommon, we deem it nec 
essary to wara the Saints, and espec- 
ially our young people, against the 
excesses and improprieties that often 
attend such public entertainments. 
In the inordinate desire to make 
money, attractions are devised to draw 
crowds of together where the 
usual restraints that regulate good 
society are greatly relaxed, to the 
detriment of pure morality, and the 
breaking down of safeguards 
which shoald protect sobriety and 
virtue. Pleasure and relaxation which 
in themselves may be not only harm- 
less but really Leneficial to mind and 
body, and often rendered evil in the 
extreme, because of their surround- 
ings and associations. The thought- 
less and inexperienced are frequently 


oblivious to the harm thus attending 


something in which there is no essen- 
tial wrong, and are led to look with 
allowance, if not actual approval, up- 
on things that would shock them un- 
der other circumstancea. The indis- 
criminate qomeniangting of the Saints 
with persons not of their faith whose 
halite, history and purposes are bad 
or unknown to them, is fraught with 
evil and to be strongly deprecated. 
To expose our youth to the con- 
taminating influence of vile men and 
women such as often congregate in 


‘places of public amusement, where 


they are thrown together in social in- 
tercourse, is more than folly; it is 
wickeduess.

Sunday excur- 
sions to lake or canyon, moonlight 
trips and late bathing trains should 
be emphatically — — The 
society of persons who place them.

intoxicants should be avoided. Order 
should be maintained in the midst of 
merriment. Indecorous language and 
conduct should be frowned down. All 
excess is detrimental. ce 
should govern in everything. Amuse- 
ment is not the purpose of life, it 
should be indulged in only by way of 
variety. When people accustom them- 
selves to constant or oft-repeated 
rounds of pleasure, the true objects of 
human existence are forgotten and 
duty becomes irksome and detestable.

odors; avoid the use of much anim 
food and of stimulants; preserve a 
cheerful spirit and a serene mind, and 
under the blessings of our heavenly 
Father health and peace will abound 
and joy will dwell,in the habitations 
of the Saints. 

_ We are constantly calling for mis- 
sionaries to go to the various fields of 
labor in this country, in Europe, and 
in other parts of the world. The 
greatest care should be taken to select 
suitable persons, for this, duty. It 
often costs a considerable sum to send 
men to the field of labor for which 
they are selected; hence it is impor- 
tant proper persons should be chosen, 
that their time and the means neces- 
sary for their tra tion be not 
wasted. We have a large number of 
young men who t to be very suit- 
able for missionaries. Our Sunday 
schools and theological classes, and 
our youngjmen’s mutual. improvement 
associations, should give our young 
men who avail themselves of these 
facilities an excellent preparation for 

onary labor. Every young man 
who has faith should be taught to con- 
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sider a mission to the world as an 
honorable event in his life, for which 
he will diligently prepare himself, and 
which he will look forward to with 
leasure. There is an immense field 
ying before 5 which must be occu- 
pied by our Elders in order to fulfill 
the obligations God has laid upon us. 
Presidents of Stakes, Bishops of 
Wards, and Presidents of Quorums 
should exercise a wise discretion in 
selecting for missions worthy persons, 
who will do the cause they represent 
no discredit, and who will be useful 
in the labor assigued them. 

We suggest to the Bishops and 
others whose duty it is to appvint 
Sunday School Superintendents the 
great necessity of care in the selection 
of these officers, as on them depend, 
more than on any other person, the 
conduct, pro and well-being of 
the schools. An efficient superintend- 
ent implies a good school. Three 
characteristics, wherever obtainable, 
are most desirable in the Sunday 
School Superintendent—a love of his 
work, an aptness for control, and a 
devotion to the canse of God. In the 
last named we include, as a matter of 
course, a life consistent with his pro- 
fessions, that there may be no jar in 
the minds of his scholars between the 
force of his teachingsand the influence 
of his conduct. It is also desirable 
that the superintendent be {furnished 
with the most experienced and devot- 
ed help that the ward affords; as that 
officer is placed at a great disadvan- 
tage if he have an inefficient corps of 
teachers, and the progress of our chil- 


dren is materially retarded, and much 
valuable time and effort ill-spent, if 


his labors are not sustained by his 
associates, 

Our brethren and sisters should al- 
ways remember that the work of 
teaching in our Sunday schools im- 
poses upon them a moral obligation 
to make their daily walk and conver- 
sation accord with their teachin 
Of all lessons, the living lesson is the 
best. Children are surprisingly shrewd 
in detecting inconsistencies between 


the instructions and habits of their 
instructors. Besides, the teacher who 
seeks to live up to his own advice, 
not only benefits his scholars, but his 
teachings exert a salutary influence 
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upon himself, and he profits by his 
own lessons. | 

The winter which has passe bas 
been remarkable for its mildness in 
the central and southern parts of the 
Territory. In the extreme north 
storms have been more frequent and 
the season been more severe. But, 
taken as a whole, the winter has been 
an extremely favorable one. The 
open weather of the past two months 
has enabled farmers to get in their 
crops with a facility and to an extent 
rarely equaled. Good health has 
generally prevailed throughout our 
settlements, and food for man and 
beast has been generally abundant. 

In former Epistles we have dwelt 
upon the 1 of improving our 
system of agriculture. he Saints 
bave been counseled to select the best 
kinds of grains, fruits and vegetables. 
Our soil is admirably adapted for the 
production of the t varieties of 
these articles, and there is no reason 
why we should not have them of as 
good quality as can be raised anywhere 
in our zone. The same remarks apply 
to horned stock, horses and sheep, and 
all kinds of poultry. It is only re- 
peating a truism to say that it is as 
easy to raise a good colt, a good calf, 
or a good sheep, as to raise a poor 
one. 

Tree planting should be systema- 
tically followed throughout these tree- 
less regions which we occupy. The 
best varieties of trees should be sought 
for. In the early days we had to use 
quick-growing varieties that were 
easily procured. But with our pre- 
sent railroad facilities we can select 
trees which are best adapted for future 
use in building, for manufacturing 
pur , and for ornament. In some 
of the prairie States a day has been 
set apart in the spring of each year 
for the 28 of trees, which is 
called Arbor Day. The results which 
have followed the devotion of one day 
to this purpose are said to be very 
marked in regions where it is ob- 
served. But we should not confine 
our tree planting to one day. Every 
man who owns a piece of und 
should increase its value by planting 
fruit and shade trees, and make his 
selection of the latter from those kinds 
that will prove valuable as timber. 
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The general planting of dark-wood 
trees would be attended with greater 
profit and much more satisf re- 


actory 
sults than the wide-spread cultivation 
of br. f of the cottonwood sity 
’ ese latter grow rea 
— afford shade, but are of very little 
further use except for firewood. 

It is beyond doubt that the apes 
tations and general marketing of the 
surplus products of aur Territory 
form quite an addition to the financial 
resources of the e. More care, 
however, should be exercised in put- 
ting up and taking care of articles in- 
tended for shipment to points within 
the Territory, or outside its borders. 

The manufacture and care of butter 
should receive atiention. This article 
is among the most sensitive to its sur- 
roundings, so that ineas in every 
stage is of vital importance, In this 
direction great improvement has been 
made in the 
would be well for neighborhoods to 
combine and purchase suitable plant 
and machinery and acquire skill in the 
improved method of manufacturing 
butter, 

Many of our cheese factories now 
turn out an article that is very desira- 
ble and which commands ready sale 
and the full price in the market.

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THE FATE OF ISRAEL S FOES. 


„No weapon that is formed against thee shall prosper; and every tongue that shall 
rise against thee in judgment thou shalt condémn. This is the heritage of the servants 
of the Lord, and their righteousness is of me saith the Lord.” 
Sucu was the language of the Prophet Isaiah to ancient Israel—the people 
of God. But the statement is a general truth, one that applies to the people 
of God in any age of the world no weapon that is formed against them is to 
prosper, every tongue that shall rise in judgment against them is to be con- 
demned. “This is the heritage of the servants of the Lord,” as well in modern 
as in ancient days; end in a remarkable manner has it been fulfilled in the 
experience of the Latter-day Saints. 
Among all those who have arrayed themselves against the work of God, 
and pledged themselves to its destruction, where is one who has gained per- 
manent honor or advantage, nay, rather where is one that has not died in 


obscurity— 
** Unwept, unhonor’d and unsung?” 

Governor Boggs of Missouri, who relentlessly persecuted the Saints for a 
number of years, and issued an infamous order for their extermination, under 
which 12,000 of them were driven from that State, died a lingering death in 
California, with none so poor as to do him reverence, Governor Ford of 
Illinois, who pledged the faith and honor of that State as the chief executive 
thereof, to protect the life of Joseph Smith and his brother Hyrum, and then 
left them unprotected to be murdered by their guards and the mob that joined 
them, lived until his flesh withered upon his bones and at last died a pauper, 
and was buried by charity. 

In May 1843, the Prophet Joseph Smith, in conversation with Stephen A. 
Douglas, related to him the wrongs the Saints had endured at the hands of 
Missouri, and in conclusion said: 

Judge, you will yet aspire to the Presidency of the United States; and if you ever 
turn your hand against me or the Latter-day Saints, you will feel the weight of the hand 
of the Almighty upon you; and you will live to see and know that I have testified the 
truth to you.” . 

It is well known that Douglas became the Democratic candidate for the 
Presidency, and ran against Abraham Lincoln in 1860, The Republican 
party in their Chicago platform classed slavery and “Mormonism” as the

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“Twin Relics of Barbarism;” and Douglas, not wishing to be behind in any- 
thing that would contribute to his popularity, forgot the warning of the pro- 
phet, and in the fervor of his eloquence exclaimed concerning Mormonism“ 
“eut the ulcer out!”—and that bolt, hurled by his own hand, destroyed be- 
yond the hope of redemption his political prospects, and he died in compara- 
tive obscurity. 

Out of all the numerous Federal officials sent to Utah by the general gov- 
ernment, and who have imagined their official position required them to solve 
the Mormon problem”—how many of them have gained honor or promotion 
in that service? It is, to say the least, remarkable that in the grand majority 
of such cases they have been dismissed from office, in such a manner that 
their dismissal was a rebuke to their zeal; or, more properly speaking, their 
vindictiveness; indeed, we may say that fate has been universal—we fail, at 
any rate, to call to mind a single exception to it. 

That same fate is still overtaking those who are fighting against Zion. By 
a reference to our Utah news it will be seen that Mr. W. H. Dickson, who for 
about three years has been prosecuting attorney for Utah, and who has been 
especially vindictive in harassing the Saints in that Territory with vexatious 
persecutions, has at last been dismissed from his office, and is now left to sink 
into that sea of oblivion into which so many of his predecessors have been 
plunged. It has been his ambition to crush out of existence what the world 
call“ Mormonism,” and to that end he bent all bis energies. He never hesi- 
tated to take any step which seemed likely to accomplish his object, however 
great the cruelties his unlawful actions inflicted upon those who for the time 
were his victims. He it was who conceived the idea of segregating the time 
for the offense of unlawful cohabitation, so that the punishment which the 
legislative power of the government fixed at six month’s imprisonment and 
$300 fine for an infraction of the law, could be so extended as to make the 
imprisonment cover any period of years, and exhaust princely fortunes to pay 
the fines. Under the arrangements of the prosecuting attorney the only 
limit to the amount of punishment depended upon the virulence of the prose- 
cutor’s hatred of the defandant. 

But Mr. Dickson has fretted and fumed his brief hour upon the stage, and 
now he, makes his exit, not of his own choice, but because he was requested 
to go. He can now look at the work he has done and count his gains. He 
made relentless war upon “ Mormonism,” but he will look in vain for even a 
scar as the result of his vigorous blows. He may as well thrust his band into 
the ocean, suddenly withdraw it and look for the hole! His efforts have had 
about as much effect upon “ Mormonism,” as the foregoing operation would 
have upon the ocean. The day Mr. Dickson was kicked out of office, the 
“Mormon” Church was stronger than when he declared judicial war upon it 
three years ago. The very few who have been led, under the cruelty of the 
present crusade, of which Mr. Dickson is the head and front, to renounce 
their families and become recreant to the revelation of heaven, have made no 
breach in the ranks of the Church. The effect of the crusade on the whole 
has been to intensify the religious sentiment of the community, and drive 
deeper down into the souls of men the conviction that they are right. The 
grand truth —“ religious obstinacy is hardened and exasperated by oppression”
